The  Phoenix  is  a bird  found  in  Egyptian  mythology. 
Large  as  an  eagle  with  brilliant  gold  and  reddish  • 
purple  feathers,  authors  were  fascinated  with  its 
unusual  life  cycle.  The  Phoenix  immerses  itself  in  fire 
every'  500  years,  with  a new  bird  rising  to  life  from  the 
ashes  with  renewed  beauty  and  youth.  The  longevity 
of  the  Phoenix,  combined  with  its  dramatic  rebirth, 
made  it  a spiritual  symbol  of  rebirth  to  the  Egyptians. 

Just  as  the  Phoenix  rose  from  the  ashes,  so  “The 
Key''  returns  to  publication.  Following  a two  - year  void, 
the  yearbook  returns  for  publication,  the  first  in 
re-establishing  a tradition  at  the  University  of  Dubuque. 
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A major  change  in  the  university's 
future  took  place  during  the  summer  of 
1982  as  the  UD  Theological  Seminary 
moved  back  to  the  main  campus.  For 
the  past  13  years,  the  seminary  has  been 
housed  in  Saint  Rose  Priory  with 
Aquinas  Seminary,  and  later,  Wartburg 
Seminary. 

UDTS  faculty  and  staff  are  housed 
on  the  second  and  third  floors  of  Van 
Vliet  Hall.  The  seminary  and  college 
libraries  are  jointly  located  in  the  Ficke 
- Laird  Library.  Seminary  students  will 
live  in  various  houses  around  campus 
that  are  owned  by  the  university  and 
were  previously  used  for  housing 
faculty,  staff  and  married  couples.

Perhaps  the  most  noticeable  change  on  campus  this 
year  was  the  addition  of  Blades  Hall.  Funds  for  the  building 
were  donated  by  an  alumna  of  the  school,  Alta  fane  Blades. 
Located  on  the  site  that  formerly  housed  Steffens  Hall  for 
some  75  years.  Blades  contains  classrooms,  offices  and  a 
multi-purpose  chapel  auditorium.  The  front  arcade  of  the 
courtyard  to  the  west  of  Blades  was  constructed  with  stones 
from  the  front  of  old  Steffens  Hall. 

Alumni  Hall,  formerly  Old  Chapel  Hall,  was 
completely  refurbished.  Funds  for  the  project  were 
collected  from  alumni  through  the  1980  phonathon.  The 
building  will  be  used  for  conferences,  continuing  education 
workshops,  seminars  and  art  shows.

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Another  new  project  at  the  University  was 
the  establishment  of  the  Learning  Assistance 
Center , which  opened  its  door  in  August  1980. 
The  center  provides  all  levels  of  assistance, 
from  remedial  to  advanced,  in  all  academic 
areas  offered  by  the  university.  Housed  in  the 
Ficke  - Laird  Library,  the  Center  contains  a 
variety  of  video  and  electronic  learning  aids, 
including  four  Apple  - II  personal  microcom- 
puters. The  program  was  made  available  to  the 
university  through  a Title  III  federal  grant.

The  two-act  play,  “The  Run- 
ner Stumbles,’’  by  Milan  Stitt, 
was  performed  this  year  by 
members  of  the  University  of 
Dubuque  College  of  Liberal  Arts 
and  Theological  Seminary.

Perhaps  the  most  prestigious  of  the  Blades’  Hall 
housewarming  events  was  the  visit  of  John  Cimino  and 
Hugh  Keelan.  Cimino,  a Readers’  Digest  Affiliate  Artist, 
presented  various  informances  (informal  performances) 
throughout  the  Dubuque  community  March  23-28  as 
part  of  the  Blades'  Hall  Celebration.  Keelan,  a native 
of  England,  served  as  Cimino’s  pianist  throughout  the 
visit.  UD  was  one  of  only  40  schools  nationwide  to 
participate  in  the  program  this  year. 

A baritone  from  New  York  City,  and  also  a concert 
artist,  song  writer  and  lecturer,  Cimino  has  won  more 
than  a dozen  national  and  international  vocal  awards, 
including  a first  place  finish  in  the  Pavarotti 
International  Voice  Competition.  Other  credits  include 
leading  operatic  roles  with  various  opera  companies 
and  the  Prize  for  Baritone  in  the  International  Verdi 
Competition  of  Busseto,  Italy. 

Cimino’s  versatility  as  an  artist  was  apparent  during 
his  opening  appearance  on  Tuesday  morning.  Approx- 
imately 40  freshman  English  students  listened  as  Cimino 
depicted  the  problems  an  artist  faces  in  communicating

Blades  Auditorium  on  the  UD  campus  was  the  site  for 
a master  - class  and  informance  combination  on 
Thursday  afternoon.  UD  students  performed,  and  were 
instructed  and  critiqued  by  Cimino  and  Keelan.  Cimino 
also  performed  for  the  group  and  commented  on  his 
technique  throughout  his  presentation. 

Friday  afternoon  Cimino  gave  a one-hour 
informance  to  approximately  25  music  majors  at  Clarke 
College.  That  evening  he  performed  a special  V.I.P. 
performance  for  honored  guests  of  the  college  in  Blades 
Hall.  Cimino  appeared  at  the  Carnegie  Stout  Public 
Library  for  a coffee  - and  - doughnut  informance 
Saturday  Morning. 

The  finale  of  Cimino’s  visit  was  an  appearance  as 
the  guest  baritone  soloist  with  the  Dubuque  Chorale  in 
a performance  of  William  Walton’s  “Belshazzar’s  Feast” 
on  Sunday  afternoon.  The  second  half  of  the  program, 
which  was  held  at  Five  Flags  Theater,  featured  Cimino 
in  a solo  performance.

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This  was  a rebuilding  year  for  head 
coach  Don  Birmingham  and  his  Spartan 
squad,  having  only  six  returning 
seniors.  Nevertheless,  the  Spartans  had 
an  exciting  season.  Despite  losing  five 
of  their  first  six  games,  the  Spartans 
came  on  strong  near  the  end  of  the 
season  to  boost  their  conference  record 
to  4-3,  with  an  overall  record  of  4-6.  The 
Dubuque  team  finished  fourth  in  the 
seven-team  race. 

Two  Spartans  were  named  to 
All-Conference  honor  teams.  Punter 
and  place-kicker  Todd  Cox,  a senior, 
gained  recognition  by  averaging  just 
over  37.7  yards  per  punt.  Also  named 
to  the  All-Conference  team  was  offen- 
sive guard  Chuck  Haas,  a sophomore  at 
UD.  Tim  Finn,  tailback,  was  named  to 
the  District  Five  All-Academic  team 
and  received  Academic  All-American 
Squad.  He  gained  539  yards  during  the 
1981  season,  compiling  a career  total  of 
2,463  yards.  Finn  also  received 
1979-1980  Academic  All-American  hon- 
ors. 

The  young  Spartan  football  team 
got  off  to  a slower  than  expected  start, 
but  improved  as  the  season  progressed. 
The  season  proved  to  be  a valuable 
training  ground  for  future  Spartan 
standouts.

The  women’s  volleyball  team  finished  the  year 
with  the  best  record  ever  for  UD.  The  team  was  37-5 
in  regular  season  play,  which  landed  them  a place  in 
the  state  tournament.  They  qualified  for  the 
tournament,  which  was  played  at  Simpson  College 
November  6 and  7,  1981,  by  defeating  Upper  Iowa 
15-3,  15-4  in  the  district. 

Lori  Kamp,  a 5-8  junior,  was  the  team’s  leading 
spiker  and  blocker.

Junior  Lori  Anda,  5-5,  led  the  Spartans  in  serving 
and  setting.  She  set  the  ball  over  1000  times  during

The  University  of  Dubuque’s  women’s  basketball 
team  finished  their  season  13-8,  the  best  record  ever 
in  the  program’s  eight  year  history.  The  1981  - 1982 
cagers  were  the  first  team  at  UD  to  win  more  than 
ten  games,  and  also  win  an  AIAW  play  - off  game. 
“I  was  very  pleased  with  the  season,”  said  Head 
Coach  Tim  Williams. 

Joan  Wolf,  a 6-0  ft.  center  - forward,  sparked  the 
team  throughout  the  season  and  was  voted  Most 
Valuable  Player  and  Best  Offensive  Player.  Wolf  was 
also  the  team’s  leading  scorer  and  rebounder,  with  208 
points  and  178  rebounds.  She  is  UD’s  leading  scorer 
with  a three  - year  total  of  607  points.

The  University  of  Dubuque  men’s  track  team  wrapped  up 
the  1982  season  with  a sixth  place  finish  at  the  Iowa  Conference 
meet  held  at  Dubuque  Senior  High  School’s  Dalzell  Field  May 
7-8. 

Looking  back  at  this  year’s  team,  coach  Jim  Leavitt 
commented,  "thirteen  men  stayed  out  for  the  entire  season,  and 
did  outstanding  jobs.
